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SUMMARY 


An  explosives  storage  area  is  located  12 
kilometers  (km)  north  of  the  center  of  Krivoy 
Rog  and  is  probably  associated  with  a training 
and  barracks  area  14  km  southwest  (Figure  1). 

The  double-fenced  area  covers  approxi- 
mately 95  acres  and  contains  16  revetted  explo- 
sives storage  buildings,  one  transloading  build- 
ing, and  one  support  building.  One  additional  gen- 
eral storage/support  building  is  located  on  the 


rail  spur  leading  into  the  secured  area  (Figures 
2 and  3). 

The  installation  was  covered  by  14  KEY  - 
HOLE  missions  from  June  1961  to  August  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  that  the  explo- 
sives storage  building  was  constructed  between 
August  1.963  and  June  1964.  The  continued  activ- 
ity at  the  trackside  docks  indicated  that  this  in- 
stallation has  been  active  throughout  the  period 
covered  by  photography . 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

The  area  is  served  by  two  sidings  from  a 
spur  of  the  Dolinskaya-Nikolayevka  rail  line. 


Road  Service 

A secondary  probably  all-weather  road  con- 
nects this  area  with  Krivoy  Rog. 


Ammunition  Storage- Area- — — 

The  installation  contains  16  revetted  explo- 
sive storage  buildings,  one  transloading  build- 
ing, one  general  storage/support  building,  and 
one  support  building. 

All  buildings  were  present  on  June  1961 
coverage,  except  one  explosives  storage  build- 
ing constructed  between  August  1963  and  June 
1964.  The  area  appears  active  on  all  coverage. 
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
